West Berlin in mid-Ju ne with 
their two dau ghters, Sonje, 6 , 
and Sabina, 7 , so Wiedenhoeft 
cou ld do research on Berlin ar­ 
chitectu re for a Ph.D. degree, 
his wife, Renata, 24, told news­ 
men. 
Mrs. Wiedenhoeft, who was 
born in Berlin, said her hu sband 
went to East Berlin Sep t. 5 and 
did not retu rn that night. 
“ I went to E ast Berlin looking 
for him ,” she said, “ bu t he w-as 
not in any of the p laces we 
sometimes went to. The nex t 
day I went back and asked Ute 
East German p olice. They sent 
me to the state p rosecu tor’s of­ 
fice. There I was told my hu s­ 
band had been arrested, bu t 
they refu sed to tell me why .”

Not so many years ago hogs en route 
to market enjoyed the dubious conven­ 
ience of through transcontinental rail 
service at a time when passengers still 
were required to change trains.

them female. 
But the real story is the odys­ 
sey of C.J. “ Bucky’* Helmer Jr., 
who fought a long, lonely battle 
against the forces of discrim ina­ 
tion by sex, a battle some men 
concede is uneven on a one- 
to-one basis. But 25.000 to one 
makes Helmer a hero. 
Now that accord 
has 
been 
reached, “ some members will 
have to try to adjust,” said Hel­ 
mer, an employe of the New 
York 
State 
Electric 
K 
Gas 
Corp., Birghamton. N. Y. 
“ I'll be active but no more so 
than any other active m em ber,” 
he said. 
Using wisdom acquired as the 
only male to a secretarial class 
of 90, and as the only man in a 
family 
that 
includes his wife 
and 5-year old daughter, Hel­ 
mer emphasized: 
“ I don’t want to give the 
impression I want to take over, 
so I won’t press for office.” 
Bucky H elm ets battle was 
not an easy one. In 1964, when 
he was in his early 20s, he ap­ 
plied but found the NSA had no 
provisions for admitting men. 
AU their brochures referred to 
she and her—never to he or him 
or his. 
“ Back in 1964, I couldn’t get 
to first base with the NSA,” said 
Helmer. 
He formed his own 
group, the Male Secretaries of 
America, and helped it grow to 
315 members. 
Although the girls remind ev­ 
eryone that the equality provi 
moos of the Civil Rights Act do 
not apply to their association, 
they recognized the pressures of 
the times. They changed their 
attitude and their bylaws this 
year. 
Bucky Helmer again applied 
and was invited this month to 
Kansas City, the national head­ 
quarters. In fact, the girls paid 
his way there. TTiey baked him 
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a cake and decorated it to say 
I “ NSA welcomes Bucky Helmer 
to membership.” 
Lenore Forti, president, duly 
noted that history was being 
made. “ Perhaps secretarial his­ 
torians will record that Bucky 
Helmer is symbolic of the Bibli­ 
cal! Jesehua for whom the walls 
of 
Jericho 
went 
tumbling 
down." she said. 
Helmer responded in the only 
way a humble male could res­ 
pond. “ I am deeply grateful,” 
he said. “ I guess it is every­ 
body’s dream 
to be first at 
something.” 
He could hardly fail to reflect 
on history himself. Once the 
dark offices of the late 19th cen­ 
tury were all male, to the spit­ 
toons on the floor and the tobac­ 
co stains on the walls. 
“ It was predicted that a girl’s 
mind would snap and her consti­ 
tution would break down under 
the strain of operating office 
equipment,” an NSA m ember 
recalled.

All 
rose bushes should be planted 
immediately even if they must 
be put in a trench until the 
final location is readied, t h e 
guest speaker noted. 
Frequent watering,* she stat­ 
ed, is most important, and roses 
to be picked for flower shows 
should be watered two days be­ 
fore picking. Then the 
roses 
should be put in warm water 
and placed in a dark place over­ 
night. The following day they 
are to be put in a refrigerator 
that is not too cold or the roses 
will be damaged. 
More men grow roses for 
flower shows than women. Miss 
Montelius believes this is true 
because of the energy involved 
in caring for roses properly. 
She concluded by saying that 
the Rose Society will be of great 
help to any rose grower.

Q Where may I get inform a­ 
tion and help concerning an ap­ 
peal?

G overnm ent Appeal 
Agent associated with your lo­ 
cal board, norm ally an attor­ 
ney, is available to counsel you 
concerning your rights and ob­ 
ligations 
under 
the 
selection 
service law. There is no charge 
for this service. Contact your 
local board clerk 
and request 
that an appointm ent be arrang­ 
ed for you to m et with him. 
Q. I recently heard there is a 
shortage of tool and die m ak­ 
ers. Would being a tool and die 
m aker exem pt m e from being 
drafted? 
A. No, not as such. While the 
Selective Service System is au­ 
thorized to provide for the 
d e­ 
ferm ent of any or all categories 
of persons whose em ploym ent 
in industry, agriculture, or oth­ 
er occupations or em ploym ent is 
found to be necessary- to the 
m aintenance of 
the 
national 
health, 
safety, 
or 
interest, 
“ blanket deferm ents” are 
uot 
perm itted by law. 
Each case 
m ust be determ ined on an in­ 
dividual basis. 
Q. Can registrants who go to 
Canada to evade the draft ever 
return to the United States with 
out being prosecuted'' 
A. Prosecution is a function of 
the D epartm ent of Justice and 
not of the Selective Service Sys­ 
tem . A registrant who is a cit­ 
izen of the United States is not 
relieved of his obligaions under 
the selective service law when 
he leaves the country. He has 
the continuing duty to keep his 
local board informed of his cur­ 
rent address and to obey all law ­ 
ful orders of that board. His 
failure to perform any duties re­ 
quired of him under the law 
constitutes 
a 
violation which 
may render him liable to pros­ 
ecution.
